AR DEPARTMENT | 
ASKS FOR BIDS.

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Feb. 18. 


—The War Department is planning to 
‘begin work at once on the installa- 
tion of a second gun and mortar bat- 
tery for Fort McArthur. Although 
the United States engineers are not 
permitted to give details concerning 
the fortification work, this fact be- 
came known when bids were asked 
today for excavations for the founda- 
tlons. 

The specifications call for stripping 
900 yards of top soll and excavating 
8400 cubic yards of dirt. The foun- 
dations for the first battery are now 
nearly completed and the guns are ex- 
pected here in a few weeks. The 
work on the foundations, requiring 
an immense amount of underground 
concrete work with rooms for ammu- 
nition, has been in progress for sev- 
eral months. 

STEAMER SALVAGED. 

The steamer Fort Bragg, given up 
as a total wreck last November on the 
rocks at San Jose Del Cabo, was able 
to proceed to San Francisco today un-
